Alignment of planets indicates trouble for GBC TV. 


Licence renewals have been lumped together, CRTC is “consulting” Canadians and labor woes are growing

he CBC is getting ready to shut down its 

regional television operations for good. 

That’s the prediction some of the nation- 
al public broadcaster’s staff members are 
making, citing ripe conditions for politicians 
or the broadcaster itself to unplug local TV 
facilities. 

With 2,000 technical workers on strike 
nationally and 2,300 members of the 
Canadian Media Guild taking a strike vote 
this week, labor unrest could cripple the 
entire network by mid-month. Add to that a 
series of public consultations on the role 
and future of the CBC being staged by the 
Canadian Radio-television and 
Telecommunications Commission — and a 
move by the CRTC to lump renewal of all 
the CBC’s English and French radio and 
television licences into one renewal hearing 
beginning May 25 — and it appears obvious 
something’s up. Many CBC staffers believe 
that “something” is the end of regional TV. 

“That notion has been brought forward by 
several people in the plant here,” said one 
CBC Edmonton newsroom employee, who 
spoke to SEE on the condition of anonymi- 


And the idea has occurred to employees 
at stations across the country. 

“That is the common perception in the 
regions, and that went up a notch when Jim 
Byrd, the vice-president of TV, was fired in 
December and replaced with Harold 


Redekopp, someone much more hard line,” 
said Lise Lareau, president of the Canadian 
Media Guild, which represents journalists, 
producers and some administrative workers 
who took strike votes Wednesday and 
Thursday. 

Mike Sullivan, a national representative 
for the Communications, Energy and 
Paperworkers Union of Canada, which rep- 
resents striking technicians, admits some 
members fear regional TV is on its way out. 

“We are trying to figure out just what the 
agenda is, because it isn’t bargaining,” 
Sullivan said. The closure of regional TV 
production is “one of the (possible) scenar- 
ios, because it makes the way they’ve 
approached bargaining make sense.” 

Both Lareau and Sullivan said their nego- 
tiators have been taken aback by the broad- 
caster’s tough approach to contract talks. 

In talks with the media guild, “we never 
even got to money,” said Lareau. “They were 
very aggressive. We had seven days of talks, 
then we went straight into (mediation).” 

Sullivan said things went pretty much the 
same way for his union’s negotiators. 

And the local news staffer SEE spoke to 
said the rumor of regional TV’s demise was 
fuelled in part by CBC board chair Guylaine 
Saucier. When she visited the Edmonton 
newsroom recently, Saucier said she’d been 
quoted out of context in a Globe and Mail 
article which suggested Saucier saw a limit- 
ed future for regional TV, at best. But during 


her meeting with Edmonton employees, 
Saucier wouldn't categorically describe the 
role regional stations would have in the 
future, the local staffer said. 

“So that still leaves it open for bureaus. 
That is the concern here — that the regions 
become bureaus for The National and 
Newsworld.” 

So that question was posed to Alberta 
regional director of television, Joe Novak, 
when he spoke to newsroom troops after 
technicians walked out. 

“He (Novak) vehemently denied that was 
the plan, and he said that CBC relies heavily 
on commercials from the regions.” 

The newsroom source predicted guild 
members will vote in favor of a strike, citing 
other issues important to union members — 
including a CBC plan to hire non-union staff 
for the CBC’s Internet service and Radio 3, a 
new national broadcast initiative. 

“Without a strike mandate there is no way 
you can bargain for anything.” 

While the unions certainly have a say in 
the outcome of contracts, neither labor nor 
management has any influence upon a 
series of national “consultations” the CRTC 
is holding, asking Canadians what they think 
of the CBC and what role it should play 
regionally and nationally. 

Neither of the unions, nor CBC 
spokesperson Ruth-Ellen Soles, seem to

aybe you've been down and 
M out before. You know that 
feeling of resentment towards 
the rich — they just don’t under- 
stand poverty. 

That’s not the case with Bob 
Blair, a retired oilman who feels 
wealthy Canadians have a moral 
duty to help those less fortunate. 
Blair, chair emeritus of Calgary’s 
NOVA Corporation, drew national 
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“A population that rewards 
some people richly, who then use 
that reward to look after only 
themselves, has a problem,” Blair 
told SEE. The people who earn 
tremendous fortunes “must be 
people who are inclined to spend a 
good deal of their time and money 
thinking of how to take care of 
everybody.” 

Blair will participate in Poverty 
Amidst Plenty, a policy forum on 
growing poverty and disparity in 
Alberta hosted by the Parkland 
Institute March 4 - 6. 

The forum has been set up to 
help find solutions to poverty in 
Canada. Nearly a decade ago, the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments vowed to work together to 
eliminate child poverty in Canada 
by the year 2000. With months to 
go, the goal is unattainable. 

The Parkland Institute’s own 
research shows the Alberta gov- 
ernment, under Ralph Klein, has 
the lowest per-capita spending on 
social services in Canada, and that 
its “reinvestment” in social pro- 
grams hasn't kept up with inflation 


or population growth. 

Blair will participate in a panel 
discussion on The Connection 
Between Poverty and Wealth in 
Alberta, with Deana Shorten, co- 
chair of the forum's steering com- 
mittee, Alberta Senator Thelma 
Chalifoux, and Gordon Laxer, 
director of the Parkland Institute. 

Other speakers include Duncan 
Cameron, president of the 
Canadian Centre for Policy 
Alternatives, and Rt. Rev. Bill 
Phipps, moderator of the United 
Church of Canada. 

Business leaders should also be 
concerned about the growing gap 
between the rich and poor in 
Alberta, says Bill Moore-Kilgan- 
non, executive director of the 
Parkland Institute. 

“If you or I can’t afford to send 
our kids to music lessons, or to 
buy a new car, the business impli- 
cations of that are enormous,” he 
said. “This isn’t a question of right 
or left politics. Business has to be 
concerned.”

ver the past 12 years, 
| Richie Hawtin has travelled 

the world, leading a jet-set 
life that many other Canadian 
artists, representing any 
genre, could only dream of. 

It’s not unusual, for example, 
for Hawtin to tour to sold- 7 
out venues and festivals in 
four or five different coun- 
tries in one week. 

“If you talk to any DJs, 
sometimes within an hour the 
conversation will 
digress into airline and 
frequent-flyer points,” Hawtin 
said recently, after a 
Wednesday night gig at 
Vancouver's Mars 
Nightclub. “I don’t know 
what it is. I guess it's all 
we have to talk about.” 

It seems surprising, 
then, that the name 
Richie Hawtin is by no 
means a _ household 
name in Canada. Still, 
anyone who has fol- 
lowed the Detroit and 
minimal techno sound 
or international DJ cul- 
ture is familiar with the 
workings and history of 
Canada’s most acknowl- 
edged electronic artist. 

It all started for 
Hawtin when he immi- 
grated from Oxford, 
England with his par- 
ents to Windsor, Ont. — 
conveniently located 
across the river from 
Detroit, Mich. As a teenager, Hawtin discovered vari- 
ous ground-breaking records, including a Kraftwerk 
album his father had in his collection. At 18-years-old, 
he began working as a DJ in an all-ages club in 
Windsor. This eventually brought him across the bor- 
der into Detroit, where he started a weekly gig at a 
club called The Shelter. Here he quickly developed a 
following and met fellow Canadian John Acquaviva, a 
DJ and producer from London, Ont. They became busi- 
ness partners and formed an independent label called 
Plus 8 Records, which brought their music directly to 
an international market of hungry techno consumers. 

But it wasn’t just his DJing ability or his producing 
ability that led to Hawtin’s success. It was his ability to 
combine the two pursuits, building a name in the clubs 
so people would recognize the name and buy the 
records. 

“I was able to go out there and play our Plus 8 
releases and even records that inspired us,” Hawtin 
said. “There was always that interaction with the 
crowd and people talking about you coming through.” 

Not only that, but Hawtin and Acquaviva appealed 
to the underground elements of the techno and house 
scenes because they were creating the music from out- 
side the hotbeds of the sound, and they were doing it 
all themselves. From the recording to the mixing to the 
mastering to the distribution, there was little or no 
music-industry infrastructure in Canada for the duo to 
look to when it came to techno sounds. So they had to 
do it themselves. 

“Because the music is so home-grown, the artist 
should know about the whole process of pressing the 
music and getting it out there,” Hawtin said, offering 
advice to others who might have similar goals. He 
admits the competition is getting more fierce all the 
time for exposure in the house and techno scenes, but 
tains aspiring DJs should be aware of all 
of the business, beyond the turntable and

genres. If word gets out, he hopes to find a whole new, 
audience for his work. 

“My music is not only for the people that go out td 
the shows and dance. We need to reach out to thosé 
who think electronic music is just about dancing.” 

That’s not to say, however, that Hawtin doesn't still 
know the dance floor. “I'll play up to five or six hows) 
but if I’m playing a two-hour set the music could just 
run all over the place. I play from strange abstract 
techno to funky hard techno to some house.” 

Likewise, his new recorded material doesn’t enti 
ly ignore the clubs. “This year, the first single whic 
will be coming out is more of a dance-floor EP calle 
Minus orange. There will be a series of Minus-colored 
releases that will be more rhythmic.” 

With all this music behind him, it seems surprising 
Hawtin’s name is not more well-known in his hom 
country. But there he was, several weeks ago, beill 
featured on MuchMusic’s New Music show, almost 
decade after putting out his first release. 

“When we started Plus 8, John Acquaviva and ! haf 
a lot of success overseas and that’s where the inlet 
views were happening,” Hawtin recalled. Here 
Canada, the interviews definitely weren't happen’ 
and the fame was nowhere to be found. But he was" 
necessarily complaining. “It was nice to come hont 
from touring and have no one really knowing ¥™ 
you were doing or even be interested in what )® 
were doing.” 

That’s not quite the case any more. With a re 
profile article in the nationally-distributed 1¢"® 
magazine Saturday Night and increased exposul® 
mainstream media, the name Rich a 
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Neus Tribe returns to Las Vegas

Rodway commented “there's no such thing as a per- 
fect hip-hop aloum.” If this is true, The Roots’ Things 
fal/ Apart\s the closest we're ever going to get. 

{t's been Overstated that some“albums have 
something for everyone, but with Things Fall Apart, 
this actually rings true. From the album intro, taken 
from Spike Lee's Mo Better Blues, to the hidden 
bonus trackvat the end, The Roots deliver reasons 
wily Q-Tip once called them “the foundation of hip 
bop.” In the odd case you're not too much into the 
‘|aid-back’style The Roots has become famous for, all 
you have to do is check out The Next Movement,

For the uninitiated, Jim Rose is 
one of the world’s best known per- 
formance artists.

hen it boils down to it, there 

aren't all that many restau- 

rants within an easy walk of 
the Jubilee Auditorium. This can 
be a real challenge if you're one of 
the last red hot pietons, like me. 

Usually, ’'d go to the Windsor 
Bar and Grill or the campus Earl's, 
but on the night we saw Dracula, 
my equally pedestrian dining com- 
panion was allergic to cigarette 
smoke, which sorta ruled out the 
Windsor.

dining room, but wonderfully laid 
out with demi-murs creating little, 
modernistic, faux “rooms” (com- 
plete with cut-out “windows” 
glazed with decorative stained- 
glass artworks) that partition the 
space well enough, while still 
acknowledging its inherent nature 
(first-floor corner space in an 
international-style office tower). 
This approach makes the best use 
of the space’s features, such as the 
ubiquitous floor-to-ceiling win- 
dows. The Polos is also a relaxing 
establishment, all warm yellows 
and reds with an equally mellow 
serving style and menu. 

We started with the Hot and 
Sour Fried Squid, served with a 
zucchini/carrot/papaya salsa, as 
our appetizer.
